Hugh C. Quigley, Cleveland; George B.{ On May 6, 1881, Lighthall negotiated 


with Von Rhein & Co. for a certain lot, 
45 by 122% feet, located on Treat avenue 
This land was the real property of aman 
named Crimm. The price was $1,600 end 
the amount was to be paid in inatall- 
ments, with a certain amount of interest 
added. The amount paid down was $10- 
just enough to pay for the Recorder's fees. 
It should be noted that it is customary in 
selling or buying real c.‘ste on the in- 
stallment plan to give or take a deed 
when the last payment is paid of ro- 
ceived. In this instance Lighthall 
suaded the person selling to give him 
deed and tw take a mortage for the fall 
amount. The lotin hie name and vhe 
deed in his possession, Lighthall’s next 
object and ambition was to have a house 
on the land. He proceeded to the office 
of Hooper & Co. and putin a memorandum 
of the lamber required to erect the dwell- 
ing. He stated thathe had no money, 
and stated that the lot was his, producing 
the deed to corroborate his assertians, 
and promised to pay the bill soon with 
money that he was to have paid him. He 
further showed that he was the Saperin- 
tendent of the Farming Implement Fav- 
tory, at the corner of Bluxome and Fourth 
streets. After getting the lumber lie 
sought bids for the erection of the houee. 
A contractor named Loughlin proved to 
be the lowest bidder, and was allowed to 
build the structure. A plumber named 
Heeley did the plaombing work. After 
several months had elapsed the Jumber 
dealers, the contractor and the plumber 
became impatient for their pay, and filed 
liens.

A CABLE-CAR CIBCULAR. 

The appended cireular and warning bas 
been issued and signed by Saperintend- 
ents of cable roads in this city under date 
of August 26th: “Understanding that A. 
H. Lighthall, who was formerly, in our 
employ, is now in the city of Loe Angeles 
representing that he is the sole inventor 
and patentee of the ourves bow io use 
upon our cable roads, we take this means 

correcting #fatements made by him. 
The eurve on the corner of Market and 
Larkin streets was of his deaign and built 
by as during the time he war in our em- 
ploy. Although very costly to construct, 
it failed to meet the requirements of the 
traffic, and wa: anything but saccessfal 
Owing to faulty construction, we were 
unable to cross the Market-etreet cable, 
being compelled to haul the care with 
horses around the curve and down Ninth 
street. Recent alterations by our me- 
chanics, two years after Lighthall’s dis- 
charge, have enabled us to work the curve 
and utilize it as intended. The other 
curves are of an entirely different design 

and construction. They were built by 
the Cable Railway 7. -y" and it is the 
owner of the patents. In conclusion, we 
have found by sed experience that be is 
faulty, inefficient and expensive in bis 
work. His ideas upon cable roads, con- 
structions and principles, in our estima- 
tion, are worthless. e wish it distinctly 
understood. that he has neither ear 
nor does he carry any recommendation 
from these companies.’ 

Lighthall arrived in Los Angeles about 
one month ago, and soon persuaded sev- 
eral prominent residents aud capitalists 
im that county to assist bim in incor po- 
rating the ‘‘First-street Cable Company.” 
Among the directors were L. J. Rose and 
J De Barth Shorb, the vitieu)taralists of 
San Gabriel. They were warned in time 
by telegraph to a withdraw from 
the new organization. he superintend 
ent of a cable company sent the subjoined 
dispatch to Mr. Rose: ‘Warn interested 
parties ip proposed First-street Cabie 
Company axainst A. H. Lighthall. He is 
not responsible.” A second telegram to 
Mr. Shorb said: ‘Papers say you are in- 
terested with A. H. Lighthall. Have 
nothing to do with him.” By these warn- 
ings both gentlemen managed to escape 
in time to prevent themselves from being 
entangled io Lighthall's echemes.

WAs IT SELF DEFENSE ? 


Inquest on the Body of Martin D. 


Ryan. 


A CHANGED ASPECT OF THE AFFAIR. 


Wiehart Maintains (hat He Did the Mabbing 
im Self Detense, and is Correberated 
by Two Kye-Wit nesses. 


An inquest on the body of Martin D. 
Ryan, the victim of Chas. Wiehart's 
kuife, ocenpied the attention of Coro- 
ner McFarland and the following jury 
nearly al!) day yesterday: E. Blenner- 
hbaseett, O. H. Bliss, W. N. Davis, 
James D. Bailis, Sam‘! Katz, H. Low- 
enstein, Osear W. Krause, Fred Linde, 
G. 8. Dow, Peter Maller. 

Officer J. A. Berry detailed the cir- 
cumstances under which he had ar- 
rested Wiebart, and gave Ryan a good 
character. 

Dr. W. E. Reed, who dressed Ryan's 
wound and attended him thenoeforward, 
described the nature of the wound. It 
did not act well from the first. On the 
second day Ryan bent his arm, and 
caused «a secondary hemorrhage. 
Erysipelas set in and spread 
rapidly toward the body, bat 
was checked after forty-eight hours. 
His death was evidently directly caused 
by blood-puisoning, caused by the ab- 
sorption into the blood of septic matter 
produced directly by the wound. 
Among the indirect causes were the 
shock from the wound, loss of blood, 
and adminouwtration of anwsthetics nec- 
essary to dress the wound. Think he 
was under the ioflaeme of liquor. If 
he had been drinking for a considerable 
time it might influence the wound. 

was considerably weakened by loss of 
blood, and would have bled to death 
before my arrival if his wound had not 
been tied ap. His removal to the hos- 
pital did not affect bis case. 

T. A. Asbridge testified to knowing 
Ryan thirteen months as a good, indus- 
trious man. Ryan didn’t drink for 
twelve months; then began and was 
drank a month. Was not quarrelsome, 
but the contrary, when in liquor. Drove 
a team for me, and I would trust him 
with any money. Was with Ryan when 
be died. He told me of the affair as 
follows: 


Wiebart and I have been good friends 
for about year. He was standing on 
the sidewalk I eaid, ‘Let's go home.’ 
Wiehart replied, “What in b—] is it your 
business’ Go on home yourself.”’ I 
stepped over and took bim by the arm, 
saying, ““Oome on, now, and go home.” 
Wiehart jerked me off the sidewalk and 
started to rum scross the street, then 
turned and struck up with a knife. 
tri to ward off the hiow, and got the 
knife in my left arm. Did not know he 
had « knife, or I wouldn't bave tried to 
take him home. Have taken him homes 
dozen times before 

WIKHART’ 8 STATEMENT. 

Charles Wiehart, who did the stab- 

bing, Waa sworn apd : 


I had eaten supper at Boettcher's 

Monday week ago. Ryan was dr 

over four weeks and was druok that 
night. I stopped st the Tivoli a. little 
whil supper. Byan ssked me to 
treat, and I said, “Business is bad—!I 
don't want to treat.”” I went up the 
steps; and on the right hand side, Mabel, 
Fritz Boettcher’s woman, was standing. 
I bad to tarn to the left to my sbop. 
Mies Mabel asked me where | was going 
lL eaid | was going home. She said it was 
early to go home; it was only after 7 
o‘clock. I said something abort the full 
moon to her; and at that moment de- 
ceased 6 stood right im front of 
me on the step. He said, “What 
are you talking here’ rough 
and cross. Asl opened my mouth to 
answer, he struck me two or three times 
with hig fet. Mabel turned and went 
down and hollered, ‘Martin is beating 
Bismark,” {a nickname of Wiehart.| 
Martin kept hitting me apd said bad 
words. I was trying to ward off the 
blows with my elbow. I went backwards 
to the top stair, near the sidewalk. I 
thought most be crazy. I turned right 
roued and tried to ran. He ran after me 
aod beat me in the back of the neck. He 
knocked out one of my teeth by « blow on 
the face. Some are now loose. It made 
me bleed. I thought he wated to buteher 
me. In the middle of the street he faced 
me. He was then again going to strike 
me right in the face. I was ont 
of wind. Then Itook my knife (this 
knife) and as he was trying to trike me 
with his fist. Leut him iu the arm. I 
then went into my shop and stayed there 
about 15 minutes. I was afraid the men 
around the shop would kill me right in 
shop. They knocked at'the door, I 
opened the front door and smeaked ont. 
Some one called “stop!” It was two 


dlicemen. and I was glad and 
ro that I struck Martin in self de- 


street. I cut leather with italso. I had 
been drinking, but was perfectly sober. 
When I struck deceased I tried to cut him 
in the arm, ofcourse. It was moonlight 
and quite clear, and if I had tried to cut 
him im the Icould have done it.

Mrs. Mabel McGovern testified : 

I reside at the Tivoli Gardens. I was

at once Mar came up the stairs and 
slapp d oun im the face two or three 
times. Rismark said “keep sway from 
me."’ I then came down stairs and didn’t 
see the cutting. Wiehart was not drank, 
but Ryan was.
